din ary circumstan ces. 
He was a n atural 
leader, who m the peo ple as n aturally fo l­ 
lo wed, an d delighted to ho n o r, an d whem 
man y ho ped ere lo n g to exalt 1o the high­ 
est po sitio n “ in the gift o f the peo ple.” 
In the galaxy o f great men pro duced by 
po etical this gen eratio n his n ame will ever shin e 
fo rth as a star o f the first magn itude. 
The presen t n atio n al demo n stratio n o f 
so rro w an d grief i9 n o mere idle display 
o r affectatio n ; but the n atural spo n tan e­ 
o us impulse o f the n atio n ’s heart stired 
to its depths by so re an d sudden grief; 
shared alike by every class an d sectio n ; 
an d a mo st fittin g tribute to the memo ry 
an il services o f o n e who has placed the 
who le n atio n un der a lastin g debt o f grat­ 
itude. 
Time will n o t permit me to give a 
co mplete bio graphical sketch o f his life 
an d wo rk. 
No r is this n ecessary; fo r this* 
has already been published in the daily 
papers with such ample fulln ess that all 
have access to it; an d are presumably al­ 
ready familiar with it. 
I wish rather to 
call atten tio n to so me o f his mo st distin 
guishin g qualities an d wo rks. 
What was it that made Gen eral Lo gan 
great; an d in what did his greatn ess co n ­ 
sist? 
First o f all he was. aB Gen eral 
Gran t said o f himself, “ Tho ro ughly an 
American .” While his father, Dr. Jo hn 
Lo gan , was o f fo reign birth, yet he came 
to this co un try when yet a yo un g man , 
an d iden tified himself at o n ce with the 
highest in terests o f the n ew Jan d s;nd 
go vern men t un der who se pro tectio n he 
cast his fo rtun es. 
He lo cated perman en t­ 
ly o n a farm in Jackso n co un ty, Illin o is. 
Part o f the to wn o f Murphysbo ro was 
laid o ut o n his lan d. 
Havin g been edu­ 
cated fo r a physician , he co mmen ced at 
o n ce the practice o f medicin e amo n g his 
n eighbo r, an d became a Jeadiag physi­ 
cian in tn at sectio n . 
He was a public 
spirited man , an d in terested himself in 


ed ideas an d laid o ut wo rk to be accepted 
an d fo llo wed by o thers. 
This was n o 
assumed quality; hut as n atural to him as 
the air he breathed. 
He did n o t try to 
be un like o ther men ; but was simply him 
sel f. 
Whatever Jo hn A. Lo gan did, bo re the 
un mistakable impress ef his o wn min d. 
It is true that he was an in ten se partisan ; 
fo r he was in ten se in every thin g he did. 
Hen ce, he was gen erally in warm acco rd 
with the prevailin g po licy an d leadin g 
min ds o f his o wn party. 
But n o t because 
they in fluen ced him to go beyo n d his 
co n victio n s o f righ . 
He was o n ly a par­ 
tisan because he believed that the party 
harmo n ized o n the mo st impo rtan t ques­ 
tio n s with his o wn co n victio n s. 
In deed, 
he was yet but a yo un g man when he 
was surprised to learn that his o wn 
speeches determin ed largely the po licy o f 
his o wn party, an d o ften struck the key­ 
n o te o f a who le co mpaign . 
He tho ught 
fo r himself, an d learn ed early in life to 
rely upo n his o wn judgmen t. 
Hen ce, 
whatever he did, o n the field o f battle, 
in the campaign , o r in the legislative 
hall, received the ben t an d bias o f his 
o wn tho ught. 
He lo thcd shams an d disho n esty every 
where, an d did n o t hesitate to expo se 
them, whether fo un d in his o wn party o r 
o ut o f it. 
He did n o t shrin k even to 
vo te again st his warmest frien ds when 
his sen se o f duty required it. 
If Jo hn A. 
Lo gan erred, even his en emies said it was 
his head, that was at fault, an d n o t his 
h<-art. 
Fo r he was everywhere distin - i 
guished fo r his simple, do wn -right ho n ­ 
esty. 
On this o cco un t he did n o t be­ 
co me as po pular, at times, as so me o ther 
men , who became the willin g to o ls o f 
design in g un scrupulo us men . 
An d yet 
few men wielded a wider in fluen ce than 
he did. 
As Sen ato r Miller says; 
“ He

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was o n e o f flu* stro n gest men 
in the 
Sen ate, an d Ids judgemen t w h s regarded 
by his fello w Sen ato rs as wo rthy the 
clo sest atten tio n ” 
He was a n ugtil an d 
un co mpro misin g an tago n ist o f n ay party 
o r measure, that he believed it to be ids 
duty to o ppo se. 
An d j e t he fo un d man y 
o f his greatest admirers an d life-lo n g 
frien ds in the ran ks o f his po litical fo es. 
They feared the po wer o f his elo quen ce, 
an d dreaded to measure swo rds with him 
in debate; an d yet they admired hi* lo fty 
in tegrity an d his brillian t po wers. 
Sen a­ 
to r Vo rhees said: 
“ He was an exceed 
in gly stro n g man 
in the co un try. A fac­ 
to r in affairs bo th in peace ami in war. 
I kn o w o f n o man ’s death at this time* 
which co uld have struck the co un try with 
a greater sen se o f lo ss than that o f Gen ­ 
eral Lo gan 
I have kn o wn him fo r thir­ 
ty years, an d there has n ever been a 
shado w o f differen ce between us per­ 
so n ally.’’ 
In public debate he always co n fin ed 
himself to the livin g vital questio n s o f 
the ho ur; an d uever permitted himself to 
fall in the mire an d filth o f little pers a- 
alities an d campaign slan ders. 
He did 
n o t reso rt to disho n esty an d in trigue to 
gain po sitio n . 
If pro mo tio n did n o t 
co me as the legitimate reward o f merit, 
he did n o t wan t it. 
lie » aid in substan ce 
o n ly a sho rt time befo re his death, when 
bro ached co n cern in g 
the 
Presiden cy: 
“That if the Presiden cy came to him, it 
wo uld co n te o f its o wu acco rd an d ho t 
because o f an y un due effo rt o n his part 
to secure it.” 
He co uld n o t be bo ught 
with ho uo r o r wealth. 
There vsn* n o 
bribe valuable en o ugh to co rrupt, him; n o 
temptatio n stro n g en o ugh 
to mislead 
him,o r n o jbo n o rdazelin gen o ugh to blin d 
his mo ral sen se o f right. 
Heace he lived 
an d died a po o r man . but a clean n um. 
He passed thro ugh mo re than a quarter 
o f cen tury in public life with un stain ed 
garmen ts, aud with scarcely even a cam­ 
paign slan der attached to his n ame. 
It has been said, that he was ambitio us 
to attain the highest po sitio n in the lan d. 
This may he true. 
But his was n o un ­ 
wo rthy ambitio n . 
It was the laudable 
ambitio n , that sho uld in spire every man 
to make tlie mo st faithful use o f his 
po wers an d o ppo rtun ités, an d thus co n 
fer the greater blessin gs o f his upo n his 
fello ws; en d Ibg greater glo ry upo n his 
Creato r. 
Gen eral Lo gan hud a high regard fo r 
law an d arder; an d ycalded a pro mpt an d 
willin g o bedien ce to the o rders o f his 
superio rs in ran k, even when such o rders 
co n flicted with his o wn judgemen t an d 
perso n al desire. 
When co mman ded to 
advan ce o r retreat he did it; to make this 
o r that distributio n ef his tro o ps he did it. 
If the o rders seemed un wise in his judg­ 
men t an d time permitted, he wo uld vo l­ 
un teer his co un cil o r en ter his pro test; 
but if the o rders were n o t reco n sidered 
he ebcyed them as fuithfully an d pro mpt­ 
ly as if he fully appro ved them. 
At o n e 
time, it is said, when Gen eral Gran t fo ur 
ed that Lo gan ’s health was failin g, he 
ten dered him a lief o f absen ce to rest; but 
but Lo gan feelin g that the emergen cies 
o f the ho ur deman ded his presen ce in the 
army, refused to go . Whereupo n , kn o w­ 
in g that there was n o o ther way to get 
him away fro m the .strain o f active ser­ 
vice. an d wishin g to spare his health, 
Gran t co mman ded him to return N >rth 
fo r a time. Then an d then o n ly did he go . 
Al ter the death o f Gen eral McPherso n . 
L )gan to o k co mman d o f the en tire army 
o f the Ten n essee, an d led it to victo ry 
thro ugh o n e o f the mo st ho tly co n tested 
battles o f the war. 
He felt that he had 
n o t o n ly pro ved hi ms els co mpeten t; but 
that he had wo n the right to perman en t 
pro mo tio n to McPherso n 's 
co mman d. 
But fo r so me reaso n Gen eral Hherman 
saw fit to return him to his fo rmer ran k; 
an d to tran sfer Gen eral Ho ward fro m the 
army o f the Po to mac to McPherso n ’s 
place. This seemed like an un just humil­ 
iatio n ; but Lo gan submitted gracefully 
an d faithfully. 
He kn ew full well as 
Gran t said: “ That differen ces o f o pin io n 
must exist between the best o f frien ds, as 
to po licies in war; an d in judgmen t as to 
the fitn ess o f men ; an d that the o fficer in 
co mman d must be allo wed to judge o f 
the fitn ess o f the o fficers un der him.” 
There was n o t a dro p o f in subo rdin ate 
blo o d in his vein s; in deed he en tertain ed 
the utmo st co n tempt fo r an y man who re­ 
fused to o bey the o rders o f his superio r 
in co mman d. 
On e o f the ablest speeches 
he ever made in the sen ate was to defeat 
the passage o f a reso lutio n to resto re to 
his fo rmer rupk an o fficer who m he be­ 
lieved to he guilty o f in subo rdin atio n 
whereby defeat was caused to o ur army. 
He kn ew that success was impo ssible Tin 
less tho ro ugh disciplin e was main tain ed 
thro ugho ut the en tire army; an d co n sid- j 
ered an y man who refused to o bey hi* j 
superio rs as un wo rth o f even the Jo west 
trust.

The fire which burned the reserved in closure 
lasted only fifteen minutes, yet in that brief 
space :m persons were killed, some being 
burned to death, others being suffocated by 
smoke or crushed in the efforts of the people 
to escaj>e. Three hundred more were injured 
in various ways. 
The report that all the
